IMPERIAL BANK OF IRAN 


SIR HENRY McMAHON’S REVIEW 


The Forty-ninth Ordinary General Meeting of the Imperial 
Bank of Iran was held on 6 July at 51, Gracechurch Street, 
London, E.C. 

Colonel Sir A. Henry McMahon, G.C.M.G., G.C.V.O., 
K.C.I.E. (chairman of the company), presiding, said :—You will 
notice that for your convenience we now show in the balance 
sheet before you the corresponding figures for the preceding year. 
I shall deal first with the figures of net profit, which are 
£11,456 less than last year. Part of this reduction is due to 
higher taxation, including National Defence Contribution. The 
rest of the reduction is fully accounted for by a special, and we 
hope temporary, reservation under the heading of exchange. As 
you will remember, transactions in foreign exchange in Iran 
have been under Government control since March 1936 at the 
official selling rate of 804 rials per £ sterling. The demand for 
foreign exchange is, however, greater than the supply, and 
thére is accordingly some delay and difficulty in meeting the 
requirements of the market. As a result of this our exchange 
requirements in Iran for remittance to London, to meet sterling 
disbursements and to transfer the profits of our business in 
Iran, are to some extent in arrears. We are assured by the 
authorities concerned that we shall get this exchange in time, 
but we have considered it advisable to make a conservative 
reservation under the heading of exchange before arriving at 
the present figures of net profit. 

As a consequence of this regrettable necessity we are unable 
this year to add anything to reserve account, which therefore 
remains at the figure of £750,000, while the amount carried 
forward again shows a small increase. Our ability, notwith- 
standing the lower net profit, to recommend the same distri- 
butions as have been made for the past eight years, may be 
taken as the fruit of our past conservatism in this country, not 
less than as evidence of our trust in the assurances of the 
authorities in Iran. 


BALANCE SHEET FIGURES 


The total figures of the balance sheet show a reduction of 
£100,000. Deposits are £200,000 higher. 

On the other side of the balance sheet the cash item shows 
little change. Investments are increased by some £210,000. 
Discounts, loans, and advances are increased by £273,000. The 
greater part of the substantial total under this heading is 
employed in financing internal business in Iran, where we take 
our due share in assisting trade and industry. 

Bills receivable shows a reduction of some £288,000 on last 
year, which reflects partly reduced export business from Iraq 
as compared with an abnormally active season in the previous 
year, and partly a reduced share in the foreign trade of Iran. 
Under the barter arrangements concluded in August 1935 with 
Russia, and the clearing agreement made in October 1935 with 
Germany, an increased proportion of the foreign trade of Iran 
has gone to those countries, and in most of this business we are 
unable to assist as bankers. Even in the trade of Iran with 
Britain our activities are impeded by the diversion of business 
under cofiditions detrimental to open competition, As against 
these reditctions in import and export banking, our internal bill 
business in Iran has increased in conformity with the higher 
level of industrial production in Iran. 


PROGRESS IN IRAN 


The Government of H.I.M. the Shah continues to prosper 
‘under his firm and resolute statesmanship. The betrothal of 
H.1.H. the Crown Prince to H.R.H. Princess Fowzieh of 
Egypt is an event of good augury for the future. The 
Transiranian Railway, a project that imagination boggled at 
10 or 15 years ago, is expected to be open for through traffic 
in two months’ time, but his Imperial Majesty does not rest 
on achievements, however great, and projects for further 
railway and other development are already under consideration. 

The increasing industrial development of Iran, with its 
attendant expansion of credit, has occasioned a marked rise in 
wages and in the cost of living, and the efforts of the autho- 
rities have recently been directed to correcting the upward 
movement in prices. 

As was only to be expected, the weaving of carpets, which 
is still a handicraft and which has hitherto provided, apart 
from oil, the principal export from Iran, has suffered from 
competitive channels of employment in factories and on con- 
struction work, and the future of this trade is at best uncertain. 

FUTURE DIVIDENDS 

Before putting the formal resolution I take the opportunity 
to refer to our future practice in regard to the payment. of 
dividends. We propose, with your approval, that future divi- 
deénds shall be declared subject to British income-tax and on 
a percentage basis—that is to say, the dividend will be declared 
gross instead of tax free, and will be in the form of so much 
per cent. instead of so many shillings per share. Naturally, 
neither of these changes will in itself alter the amount to be 
received by shareholders, as the tax is always deducted in a 
dividend warrant in any case. The changes will be in the 
interest of simplicity and in conformity with more approved 
and general practice. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 





COMPANY MEETING 


NATIONAL BANK OF NEW ZEALAND 


SIR A. E. HARRIS ON THE POSITION 


The Sixty-sixth Ordinary General Meeting of the National 
Bank of New Zealand, Limited, was held on Thursday, 7 July, 
at 8, Moorgate, London, E.C. 

Sir Austin E. Harris, K.B.E. (the chairman), said : Deposit 
and current accounts, at £13,909,000, show an inerease of 
£157,000, and bills payable and other liabilities, now £1,334,000, 
a decrease of £154,000. 

Turning to the assets, coin and notes and cash at bankers 
and money at call are £228,224 less than last year, and our 
British and New Zealand investments have fallen by £1,107,000 
to just over £24 million, which we consider a normal holding 
when business and trading conditions are good, as they have 
been during the last year. New Zealand Government Treasury 
bills do not appear in our balance-sheet this year; last year we 
held £200,000. These three decreases are more than offset by 
the increase in advances, which, at £12,703,000, are £1,726,000 
in excess of last year’s figure. 


LARGER PROFIT 

The profit is £105,727, or £2,889 more than last year. The 
difficulties I referred to last year remain with us, and it is still 
far from easy for the banks operating in New Zealand to make 
profits, The improvement in profits is therefore very satis- 
factory, especially as it has been achieved after providing con- 
siderable increases in staff salaries. Shareholders have already 
received an interim dividend of 4 per cent. per annum, free of 
tax, and we now propose paying a final dividend for the half- 
year t6 31 March last at the rate of 5 per cent. pér annum less 
income-tax, which will absorb £40,833, as against £40,000 last 
year. We suggest changing from a tax-free dividend to a 
dividend paid less tax in order to conform with the usual 
practice among British banks. 

Favourable prices ruled throughout the year for dairy pro- 
duce and meat, but at the opening sales of the 1937-38 wool 
season in November last prices fell by 35 per cent. to 40 per 
cent., as compared with the previous season. Despite this, 
however, the value of wool exported to 31 March shows a 
small increase, so that the full impact of this season’s fall 
in prices has yet to be felt. 


NEW CHAIRMAN 
The Chairman, in conclusion, referred to his decision to 
relinquish the chairmanship. He was pleased to announce that 
Lord Balfour of Burleigh, the deputy-chairman, had accepted 
the post of chairman. 
The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

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Food and Tobacco.—The index number for cereals 
showed a fall in June, as compared with May, of nearly 
4 per cent., the index (112°5) being the lowest since 
November 1936. Each description of home-grown and 
imported wheat, barley and flour, with one exception, 
recorded falls in price in June, the declines ranging 
from 1 to 5} per cent. for wheat, 3 to 8 per cent. for 
barley, and 14 to 5 per cent. for flour. Plate maize 
was about 104 per cent. cheaper. There was little 
change in the average for the meat, fish and eggs 
group as a whole, moderate increases in the prices of 
practically all descriptions of home-grown and imported 
beef and mutton being offset by lower quotations for 
bacon and pork. Hams were dearer and there were 
small advances in the price of English and Danish 
eggs. The average price for wet fish (cod, haddock and 
plaice) was about 2} per cent. lower than in May, but 
herrings were 114 per cent. dearer. The other food 
and tobacco group showed a small increase (0°4 per 
cent.), the largest price movements being the seasonal 
increases for potatoes and tomatoes, and the decrease 
for oranges. JBritish and imported butter were 
cheaper, British and Danish declining by about 3 per 
cent., and Australian and New Zealand by nearly 
7 per cent. New Zealand cheese was cheaper by about 
24 per cent, Apples were dearer and onions cheaper. 
Sugar was rather dearer but the average prices realised 
for tea and coffee in June were about 34 and 24 per 
cent., respectively, lower than in May. Cocoa prices 
were again lower, the fall in June (44 per cent.) fol- 
lowing declines in May and April of about 14 and 8} 
per cent., respectively. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Prices in 
each group declined in June as compared with May, 
the largest decrease (3 per cent.) being for the miscel- 
laneous group. The fall of nearly one per cent. for 
coal was due to a number of small price reductions in 
June, South Wales steam ordinaries and smokeless 
seconds cheapening by 6d. per ton in the last week, 
Durham gas and Fifeshire steam (1st quality) by 6d. 
per ton in the second week and South Yorkshire hards 
by 6d. per ton in the third week. Iron and stcel prices

were unchanged, the small decrease shown for the 
group being due to the lower values recorded for im- 
ported iron ore. The non-ferrous metals group showed 
a decline of nearly one per cent., higher prices for tin 
and zine being more than offset by further falls in 
copper and lead prices. The index numbers for the 
cotton and wool groups each declined by about 2 per 
cent., nearly all the items included within the groups 
contributing to these decreases. Other textiles showed 
a smaller fall (0°6 per cent.), the declines for raw silk 
and jute being partially counterbalanced by some 
advance in the price of hemp. In the chemicals and 
oils group the principal price changes in June were a 
reduction in the first week of 10s. per ton (3 per cent.) 
for palm kernel oil and an increase in the last week of 
10s. per ton (2 per cent.) for soya oil. The price of 
kerosene was reduced from 74d. to 73d. per gallon in 
the first week. The index for the miscellaneous group 
(89°8) was the lowest since February 19386, the fall in 
June being mainly due, as in previous months, to 
lower prices for paper-making materials (chemical and 
mechanical wood pulp and waste paper) and for hides 
and skins. Rubber averaged rather more than 6d. per 
lb. in June as against 5°6d. per lb. in May. Most 
descriptions of building timber were cheaper. 


Percentage Changes.—A comparison of the 200 price 
averages for June with those relating to May shows 29 
increases and 92 decreases, articles of food accounting 
for 23 of the former and 36 of the latter. Of the in- 
creases for food 18 were of less than 5 per cent., 2 were 
of between 5 and 10 per cent., and 3 (tomatoes, and 
potatoes on the Birmingham and London markets) of 
17, 37 and 46} per cent., respectively. Of the 
decreases, 22 were of less than 5 per cent., 11 were of 
between 5 and 10 per cent., 2 were of between 10 and 
15 per cent., and one (oranges) of 380} per cent. 

The averages for industrial materials and manufac- 
tures show 6 increases, 3 of which were under 5 per 
cent. and 3 of between 5 and 10 per cent.; there were 
56 decreases, 47 of which were under 5 per cent., 7 of 
between 5 and 10 per cent., and 2 (chemical wood pulp, 
sulphite, strong, and waste paper) of 114 and 274 per 
cent., respectively.

CENSUS OF SEAMEN, 1937 


The Report on the Census of Seamen taken on 
15 June 1937 is now available and may be obtained 
(price 1s.) from H.M. Stationery Office, York House, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2. 

The 19387 Census relates to seamen employed on sea- 
trading vessels only and has been taken in similar 
detail to the usual annual censuses, though in not such 
great detail as the quinquennial Census of 1936. One 
matter on which the present Report differs from those 
in previous annual censuses is that it includes a table 
showing the various trades in which the vessels were 
engaged, distinguishing officers from*other ratings; a 
similar table was included in the Report on the 1936 
Census. 

The Report shows that the number, tonnage and 
crews of sea-trading vessels employed on the censal 
date in 1937 considerably exceeded the corresponding 
totals in both 1935 and 1936, the number of vessels 
and their crews being the largest recorded since 
1931, while the tonnage was the highest recorded since 
1930. The proportion of British seamen (other than 
lascars) to the total was 68:1 per cent. and was only 
slightly less than the high percentage (68°4) shown a 
year earlier. Foreigners (other than lascars) repre- 
sented only 4:7 per cent.; while this proportion was 
higher than in 1935 or 1936, it was lower than at any 
earlier census. The total number of seamen employed 
in each of the three departments—Deck, Engine-room 
and Stewards’——was greater in 1937 than in either 1935 
or 1936, the increase being largest, both numerically 
and proportionately, in the Deck Department. 

The principal changes shown in the distribution 
among the main trading areas of the gross tonnage and 
seamen employed were decreases in the proportions 
represented by vessels trading with the American Con- 
tinent—principally in the trade with the Atlantic Coast 
of South America—and increases in the case of those 
trading with the Middle and Far East and Australasia. 


PRICE OF BREAD 


The Food Council have *reported the completion of 
their investigation of the costs of representative 
London bakers and these show a substantial rise 
in recent years, more particularly the costs of selling 
and distribution. Under the provisional scale at present 
recommended by the Food Council, when the price of

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flour is above 32s. but not above 36s. per sack the 
maximum price of the 4-lb. loaf is 8}d. 

They now recommend that this provisional scale 
shall be modified by a further variation of 1s. per sack 
in favour of the bakers. The effect of this will be that 
when the price of flour is above 3ls. but not above 
35s. per sack the maximum price of a 4-lb. loaf on the 
Food Council’s scale will be 84d. There will, as before, 
be a variation of $d. per 4-lb. loaf up or down for each 
further variation of 4s. per sack. As the price of flour 
is at present 33s. there will be no immediate alteration 
in the price of bread. 

The Food Council also express the view that the 
price of bread sold over the counter should be 4d. per 
4-lb. loaf (and 4d. per 2-lb. loaf) less than the scale 
recommended above.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
CHEWING GUM BASE 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 10) Order, 1938 (8.R. & O., 
1938, No. 652), increasing the rate of drawback in 
respect of chewing gum base used in the manufacture 
of chewing gum and chewing sweets. The increase, 
which is due to an increase in the average price of the 
imported material, took effect from 9 July 1938. 

The Order, together with the Recommendation of 
the Advisory Committee, is published (Cmd. 5791) by 
H.M. Stationery Office, York House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2. 


AUSTRALIAN TARIFF BOARD REFERENCE 
CABLE 


The Department of Overseas Trade has been in- 
formed, by telegram, by H.M. Acting Senior Trade 
Commissioner in Australia that the Commonwealth 
Minister of Trade and Customs has referred to the 
Tariff Board the question of whether Cable as described 
below should be removed from By-law prescribing 
admission into Australia under Tariff Item 388A, and 
if so what duties should be imposed. 

Cable, having a circumference of 4 inches and 
over and weighing over 9} tons per cable, subject 
to the condition that the Collector be first satisfied 
that the particular cable imported is essential for 
a definite purpose and that security be given to 
and to the satisfaction of the Collector that the 
cable will be used in lengths the weight of which 
exceeds 91 tons each. 

The goods are at present admitted under Tariff Item 
888A free of Customs duty under the British Preferen- 
tial Tariff and at the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem 
under the General Tariff.

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LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR JUNE QUARTER 

The statistics issued by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping 
regarding merchant vessels under construction at the end 
of June last show that in Great Britain and Ireland there 
is a decrease of 52,004 tons in -the work in hand as compared 
with the figures for the previous quarter. The present total 
of tonnage under construction—1,037,073—is less by 162,900 
than the tonnage which was being built at the end of June 
1937, It is, however, very considerably in excess of the 
aggregate tonnage now under construction in the three 
leading countries abroad. 

About 176,000 tons, or 17-0 per cent. of the tonnage now 
being built in this country, are intended for registration 
abroad or for sale. 

The tonnage now under construction abroad*—1,789,829 
—is 15,790 tons less than the work which was in hand at 
the end of March last. The leading countries abroad are: 
—Germany, 396,953 tons; Japan, 290,332 tons; Holland, 
280,816 tons; the United States, 166,870 tons; Italy, 136,785 
tons; Sweden, 114,675 tons; and Denmark, 107,075 tons. 
Of the tonnage being built abroad, 537,636 tons (or 30-0 
per cent.) are intended for registration elsewhere than in 
the country of build. 


Totat Worip Construction 


The total tonnage under construction in the world* 
amounts to 2,826,902, of which 36-7 per cent. is being built 
in Great Britain and Ireland, and 63:3 per cent. abroad. 
The quarterly total for the world is 67,794 tons less than at 
the end of March last, but is still higher than any recorded 
from June 1930 to March 1937. 

In Great Britain and Ireland, construction was com- 
menced upon 156,970 tons during the last three months, a 
decrease of 16,061 tons as compared with the corresponding 
total for the March quarter. During the quarter ended 
June last 286,733 tons were launched in Great Britain and 
Ireland, an increase of 106,741 tons as compared with the 
previous quarter. Similar figures for abroad are 558,570 
tons commenced, and 561,447 tons launched, showing, as 
compared with the previous quarter, an increase of 123,669 
tons in the tonnage commenced and of 115,105 tons in the 
tonnage launched. 


STEAMERS AND Mororsuips 


Steam and motor oil tankers of 1,000 tons gross and 
upwards under construction in the world amount to 111 
vessels of 926,510 tons, of which 35 vessels of 291,842 tons 
are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, 16 vessels of 
155,150 tons in Germany, 15 of 116,220 tons in Holland, 
11 of 82,650 tons in Italy, 10 of 84,578 tons in the United 
States, five of 60,625 tons in Japan and five of 43,975 tons 
in Sweden, 

The vessels being built in the world at the end of June 
include 12 steamers and 56 motorships of between 8,000 and 
10,000 tons each; four steamers and 48 motorships of 
between 10,000 and 20,000 tons; two steamers and three 
motorships of between 20,000 and 30,000 tons; and three 
steamers each exceeding 30,000 tons. 

Of the 1,037,073 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland at the end of June, 551,983 tons consisted of 
motorships, while at the same date the motorship tonnage 
being constructed abroad (1,256,162) was 739,530 tons in 
excess of that of the steamers. 


Marine ENGINES 

The horse-power of steam engines now being built or 
being fitted on board amounts to about 1,040,000; this 
figure includes 86 sets of turbine engines of about 667,000 
shaft h.p. The h.p. of the steam reciprocating engines 
(about 373,000) represents 12-5 per cent. of the total h.p. of 
marine engines now being built in the world, The figures 
for oil engines aggregate approximately 1,941,000 h.p., and 
comprise 65:1 per cent. of the world’s total h.p. of marine 
engines under construction. 


TONNAGE TO Lioyp’s REGISTER CLASS 


Of the merchant shipbuilding in hand throughout the 
world at the end of June, 1,595,477 tons are being built 
under the inspection of Lloyd’s Register. Of this total 
919,097 tons, representing 88°6 per cent. of the tonnage 
being built there, are under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland; while, of the tonnage being built abroad, 
676,380 tons are being constructed under the inspection of 
Lloyd’s Register.

Returns published by Lloyd’s Register of vessels totally 
lost, condemned, etc., during the quarter ended 31 Decem- 
ber 1937 show casualties (excluding ships of less than 100 
tons gross) amounting to 63 of 144,131 tons. Of these, 
32 of 82,320 tons were wrecked ; 13 of 20,040 tons foundered ; 
six of 19,641 tons were lost, etc.; five of 6,878 tons were 
burnt; four of 12,661 tons were the victims of collisions; 
two of 390 tons were abandoned at sea; and one of 2,201 
tons was posted as missing. 

The British flag was flown by 11 of the vessels, and the 
tonnage, 38,486, represented 0-22 per cent. of British owner- 
ship; British Dominion flags were flown by eight vessels of 
12,061 tons (0°39 per cent.); and there were five United 
States vessels of 27,559 tons (0-28 per cent.) ; one Danish of 
198 tons (0-02 per cent.); four French of 4,701 tons (0:16 
per cent.); two German of 4,915 tons (0:12 per cent.) ; three 
Greek of 10,729 tons (0-58 per cent.); one Dutch of 4,496 
tons (0-19 per cent.); four Italian of 3,682 tons (0-11 per 
cent.); four Japanese of 4,470 tons (0-11 per cent.); two 
Norwegian of 928 tons (0-02 per cent.); three Spanish of 
13,116 tons (1-24 per cent.); one Swedish of 179 tons (0-01 
per cent.); aud nine of other European countries, four of 
Central and South American and one of other countries’ 
ownership.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN JUNE 
The British Lron and Steel Federation report that 541,500 
tons of pig iron were produced in June, as compared with 
633,900 tons in May, 699,300 tons in June 1937, and a 
monthly average of 855.000 tons in 1913. The June output 
included 121,600 tons of hematite, 303,000 tons of basic, 
95,000 tons of foundry and 11,200 tons of forge pig iron. 
Furnaces in blast at the end of June numbered 97, as 
compared with 105 and 126 a month and a year earlier. 
The June production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 776,100 tons, as compared with 957,000 tons in 
May, 1,106,400 tons in June 1937, and a monthly average of 


638,600 tons in 1913.

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OVERSEA TRADE IN MAY 


The trade returns of British India for May 1938 as com- 
pared with April showed decreases in the values of imports, 
exports and re-exports, states a press note forwarded by 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta from the Director- 
General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics. 


The value of imports of private merchandise totalled 
Rs. 12,44 lakhs, a decrease of Rs. 99 lakhs as compared 
with the preceding month. Exports of Indian produce and 
manufactures declined by Rs. 52 lakhs, from Rs. 12,15 lakhs 
in April to Rs. 11,63 lakhs in the month under report. 
Re-exports also decreased by Rs. 11 lakhs, and amounted 
to Rs. 39 lakhs. The comparison of the trade figures in 
May and the two months April and May 1938, with those 
of the preceding month and the corresponding periods of

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in May 1938 was Rs. 30 
lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 35 lakhs in 
April 1938 and Rs. 3,34 lakhs in May 1937. During the 
two months ended May 1938 the visible balance of trade in 
merchandise and treasure was Rs. 65 lakhs in favour of 
India, as compared with Rs. 6,68 lakhs in the corresponding 
period of last year.

Imports of kerosene oil fell from 14-9 million 
gallons to 13:4 million gallons in quantity and from Rs. 68 
lakhs to Rs. 49 lakhs in value. Imports of petroleum, 
dangerous, flashing below 76° F., also fell from 8-6 million 
gallons to 7:5 million gallons in quantity and from Rs. 38 
lakhs to Rs. 34 lakhs in value. There was also a decrease 
of Rs. 8 lakhs under lubricating oils. Fuel oils, on the 
other hand, showed an increase from 7:1 million gallons to 
12°8 million gallons in quantity and from Rs. 10 lakhs to 
Rs. 20 lakhs in value. Imports of raw cotton recorded an 
increase of 5,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 28 lakhs in 
value and amounted to 14,800 tons, valued at Rs. 1,24 lakhs, 
in May 1938. Copra or coconut kernel declined by Rs. 4 
lakhs and raw wool by Rs. 3 lakhs. 


Articles wholly or mainly manufactured decreased by 
Rs. 1,55 lakhs to Rs. 7,08 lakhs in May 1938 as compared 
with May 1937. The aggregate value of imports of cotton 
manufactures (including yarn) decreased from Rs. 1,25 lakhs 
in May 1937 to Rs. 1,13 lakhs in May 1938. Imports of 
cotton piece-goods increased from 45:8 million yards to 50-2 
million yards in quantity, but the value fell from Rs. 96 
lakhs to Rs. 87 lakhs. Imports of cotton twist and yarn, 
amounting to 1:6 million lbs., valued at Rs. 16 lakhs, in 
May 1938, recorded a decrease of 0-1 million Ibs. in quan- 
tity and of Rs. 4 lakhs in value as compared with the corre- 
sponding month of 1937. Rayon yarn fell from 3-1 million 
Ibs. to 0-9 million Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 22 lakhs to 
Rs. 6 lakhs in value. Imports of rayon piece-goods also 
declined from 8:7 million yds., valued at Rs. 22 lakhs, in 
May 1937 to 3-6 million yds., valued at Rs. 10 lakhs, in 
the month under report. Imports of motor cars and motor 
lorries, buses and vans numbered 801 and 393, valued at 
Rs. 16 lakhs and Rs. 6 lakhs in May 1938, as compared with 
1,068 and 992, valued at Rs. 20 lakhs and Rs. 14 lakhs, 
respectively, in May 1937. There were also decreases under 
sheets and plates of iron or steel (— Rs. 20 lakhs), coal-tar 
dyes (— Rs. 16 lakhs), rubber manufactures (— Rs. 10 
lakhs), hardware and paper (— Rs. 7 lakhs, each), chemicals 
and hoops and strips (— Rs. 6 lakhs, each), arms, ammuni- 
tion, etc. (— Rs. 5 lakhs), and tubes, pipes and fittings, 
wrought (— Rs. 4 lakhs). Imports of textile machinery 
and primemovers, on the other hand, increased by Rs. 6 
lakhs each, 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with May 1937, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in May 1938 increased by Rs. 15 lakhs to Rs. 2,16 
lakhs. Exports of rice, not in the husk, improved slightly 
in quantity from 20,000 tons to 20,700 tons, but the value 
declined from Rs. 23 lakhs to Rs. 214 lakhs in the month 
under report. Shipments of tea advanced from 10-2 million 
Ibs., valued at Rs. 81 lakhs, in May 1937 to 12-0 million Ibs., 
valued at Rs. 94 lakhs, in May 1938. There was also an 
increase of 1:4 million lbs. in quantity and of Rs. 7 lakhs 
in value in exports of tobacco, which amounted to 6-4 million 
Ibs., valued at Rs. 25 lakhs in May 1938. 

Raw materials and produce and articles mainly unmanu- 
factured declined by Rs. 4,15 lakhs to Rs. 5,40 lakhs in May 
1938. Shipments of raw cotton declined heavily to 36,000 
tons, valued at Rs. 1,81 lakhs, in May 1938, as against 
74,200 tons, valued at Rs. 4,79 lakhs, in May 1937. Japan, 
usually the largest customer, curtailed her requirements 
and took 40 per cent. in May 1938, as against 58 per cent. 
in May 1937. The shares of the United Kingdom, France, 
Belgium and Germany were 18, 6, 6 and 5 per cent., respec- 
tively, in the month under report. Dispatches of raw jute 
declined considerably from 76,000 tons to 47,000 tons in 
quantity and from Rs. 1,58 lakhs to Rs. 82 lakhs in value. 
Exports of raw wool amounted to 2-8 million lbs., valued 
at Rs. 16 lakhs, in the month under report, as against 4:3 
million Ibs., valued at Rs. 36 lakhs, in the corresponding 
month of the preceding year. Raw hides and skins recorded 
a fall of 2,500 tons in quantity and of Rs. 34 lakhs in value, 
and amounted to 3,400 tons, valued at Rs. 30 lakhs, in May 
1938. Exports of lac (mostly shellac) fell in quantity from 
66,500 ewts. to 42,800 ewts. and in value from Rs. 18 lakhs 
to Rs. 9 lakhs. Shipments of seeds, on the other hand, 
showed an improvement of 49,000 tons in quantity and of 
Rs. 42 lakhs in value. Castorseed declined from 5,900 tons, 
valued at Rs. 9 lakhs, to 1,900 tons, valued at about Rs. 3 
lakhs, in May 1938. Groundnuts improved from 17,000 tons 
to 69,000 tons in quantity and from Rs. 30 lakhs to Rs. 81 
lakhs in value. Linseed increased from 23,000 tons to 27,000 
tons in quantity, while the value remained almost the same 
at Rs. 39 lakhs in the month under report. Exports of oil- 
cakes rose from 16,000 tons to 25,000 tons in quantity and 
from Rs. 10 lakhs to Rs. 16 lakhs in value. Exports of 
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manganese ore decreased from 85,000 tons, valued at Rs. 17 
lakhs, in May 1937 to 52,000 tons, valued at Rs. 11 lakhs, 
in May 1938. 

Articles wholly or mainly manufactured fell by Rs. 35 
lakhs, and were valued at Rs. 3,94 lakhs. Exports of cotton 
manufactures, including twist and yarn, were valued at 
Rs. 69 lakhs in May 1938, as against Rs. 75 lakhs in May 
1937. Shipments of cotton yarn advanced from 2-4 million 
lbs. to 3-9 million lbs. in quantity and from Rs. 12 lakhs 
to Rs. 20 lakhs in value. Dispatches of cotton piece-goods 
(mostly coloured) declined and amounted to 16-6 million 
yds., valued at Rs. 45 lakhs, in May 1938, as against 22-7 
million yds., valued at Rs. 57 lakhs, in May 1937. The 
number of gunny bags exported improved from 36-1 million 
to 45-9 million, the corresponding increase in value being 
from Rs. 78 lakhs to Rs. 91 lakhs. Exports of gunny cloth 
shipped fell from 127-8 million yds., valued at Rs. 1,26 
lakhs, in May 1937 to 122-7 million yds., valued at Rs. 1,04 
lakhs in May 1938. Shipments of tanned hides and skins 
amounted to 1,800 tons, valued at Rs. 48 lakhs, showing a 
decrease of 900 tons in quantity and of Rs. 26 lakhs in 
value. Exports of pig iron fell in quantity from 64,700 tons 
to 48,200 tons, while the value improved from Rs. 14 lakhs 
to Rs. 24 lakhs in the month under report. 


TRADE with Forricn Countries: SarppInc MovEMENT 

The share of the United Kingdom fell from 31 per cent. 
to 30 per cent. in imports, but rose from 26 per cent. to 
29 per cent. in exports in May 1938 as compared with May 
1937. The shares of Germany, Japan and the United States 
in the month under report were 8, 9 and 6 per cent., 
respectively, under imports and 3, 9 and 9 per cent., respec- 
tively, under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India and 
cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during the month of May 1938 amounted 
to 777,000 and 732,000, respectively, as compared with 
720,000 and 795,000 in April 1938 and 748,000 and 804,000 
respectively in the corresponding month of last year. Dur- 
ing the two months ended May 1938 the tonnage of vessels 
that entered and cleared with cargoes amounted, respec- 
tively, to 1,497,000 and 1,527,000, as compared with 
1,542,000 and 1,648,000 in the corresponding period of 1937.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN MAY 


The slowing up in the foreign demand for United States 
merchandise, which has been in evidence for several months, 
is reflected in the foreign trade figures for May, states the

Division of Foreign Trade Statistics, Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, Washington. Exports, which had 
held up remarkably well during the present setback in 
business, declined 6 per cent. in value from April, and for 
the first time in a year and a half were smaller in value 
than in the corresponding month of the previous year. 
Imports have tended downward since early in 1937, and 
again were smaller in value in May. They were 7 per cent, 
smaller in May than in April and only about one-half as 
great as in May 1937. 

As a consequence of the sharp reduction in the value of 
imports as compared with a year ago, the value of mer- 
chandise exports exceeded the value of imports by over 
100 million dollars in May, as in other recent months. The 
amount by which the value of merchandise exports has 
exceeded the value of merchandise imports was increased to 
a total of 544,226,000 dols. for the first five months of 1938, 
This export balance contrasts sharply with the import 
balance of 125,976,000 dols. in the corresponding period 
of 1937. 

Exports, including re-exports, amounted to 257,177,000 
dols., as compared with 274,485,000 dols. in April 1938 and 
with 289,922,000 dols. in May 1937. 

The value of general imports (goods entered for storage 
in bonded warehouses, plus goods which entered merchandis- 


ing channels immediately upon arrival in the country) | 


amounted to 148,260,000 dols. in May, compared with 
159,907,000 dols. in April 1938 and with 284,735,000 dols. in 
May 1937. 

Imports for consumption (goods which entered mer- 
chandising channels immediately upon arrival in this 
country, plus withdrawals for consumption from warehouse) 
amounted to 147,243,000 dols. in May, compared with 
155,499,000 dols. in April 19388 and with 278,118,000 dols. 
in May 1937. 

The improved agricultural production in the United States 
during 1937 has wrought a significant change in the com- 
position of foreign trade as compared with that of last 
year. While total exports declined, the value of agricul-

tural exports increased 33 per cent. in May 1938 over May | 


of 1937. In contrast, agricultural imports declined more 
substantially than non-agricultural imports; the former 
registered a reduction of 55 per cent. and the latter 37 per 
cent. Agricultural products accounted for 25 per cent. of 
total value of exports in May, as against 17 per cent. for 
May 1937. On the other hand, 47 per cent. of the total 
value of imports was accounted for by agricultural com- 
modities, in contrast to 56 per cent. a year ago.

Crude materials imports, 
category of imported goods, 
both quantity and value than in May 1937; 
declined from 91,427,000 dols. to 40,248,000 dols. 
depressed state of domestic business and the recovery of 
agriculture from the drought conditions of 1936 both con- 
tributed to reduce imports of crude materials. Wool 
imports of only 4,029,000 lbs., as contrasted with almost 
30 million lbs. in May 1937, and the decline of rubber 
imports from 109,531,000 lbs. to 62,963,000, exemplify the 
declines recorded. Crude materials accounted for 27 per 
cent. of total imports for consumption in May, as against 
33 per cent. a year ago. 

Imports of crude foodstuffs also declined sharply from the 
level of May 1937 from 37,196,000 dols. to 19,555,000 dols. 
for May 1938. The improvement in domestic agricultural 
production is evident in the virtual disappearance of grain 
imports. Lower prices reduced the value of coffee imports 
from 11,236,000 dols. to 10,157,000 dols., despite an increase 
in the quantity imported from 122 million lbs. to 156 million 
lbs. This was due to larger imports from Brazil, which rose 
from 59 million lbs. in May 1937 to 99 million lbs. in May 
1938. The share of crude foodstuffs in our total imports 
was 13 per cent., the same as in May 1987. 

The decline of manufactured foodstuffs imports was simi- 
larly large, from 47,109,000 dols. in May 1937 to 26,177,000 
dols. in May 1938. The share of this class in total imports 
remained virtually the same as last year, at 18 per cent. 
Imports of cane sugar, the most important commodity in 
this class, fell off from 20,063,000 dols. a year ago to 
12,247,000 dols. in May 1938. All the important items in 
this economic class were imported in lesser amounts. 

Semi-manufactures imports declined to 27,846,000 dols. 
from 55,874,000 dols. of May 1937. The decline was slightly 
larger than for total imports; the share of semi-manufac- 
tures during the month was 19 per cent., as against 20 per 
cent. for last year, same period. The quantity of copper 
imports was slightly larger, but lower prices led to a decline

in the value of imports to 2,336,000 dols. from 3,240,000 
dols. for May 1937. The decline in tin imports was very 
heavy for both quantity and value, the latter shrunk to 
3,210,000 dols. from 8,138,000 dols. 

Imports of finished manufactures declined less than total 
imports for consumption; their share in the total was 
23 per cent. for May 1938, in contrast to 18 per cent. for 
May 1937. The decline was, ‘nevertheless, substantial, from 
46,513,000 dols. to 33,418,000 dols. All the principal manu- 
factured items declined, while the drop in imports of 
textiles and shingles was particularly heavy. 


Export TRADE 

It is due largely to the marked expansion in exports of 
crude foodstuffs that total exports have been so well main- 
tained during recent months. During May exports of this 
group amounted to 34,140,000 dols., whereas they totalled 
only 3,583,000 dols. during May 1937. Accounting for only 
a little more than 1 per cent. of all exports in May 1937, 
crude foodstuffs represented more than 13 per cent. of the 
total in May 1938. Wheat exports increased from 395,000 
bushels to 11,041,000 bushels, while corn exports reached 
25,409,000 bushels from 11,000 bushels a year ago. 

Manufactured foodstuffs exports also increased in value, 
if more moderately, from 12,757,000 dols. in May 1937 to 
14,029,000 dols. in May of this year. Meat products 
showed an expansion from 11,098,000 lbs. to 14,365,000 Ibs., 
while exports of lard increased from 13,603,000 Ibs. to 
20,340,000 Ibs. The increase in the value of these exports 
was not as substantial because lower prices prevailed. The 
share of manufactured foodstuffs in total exports increased 
from 4:5 to 5-5 per cent. 

Exports of crude materials declined from 51,978,000 dols. 
a year ago to 34,770,000 dols. in May 1938. While petroleum 
exports increased by slightly over a million dols., exports 
of cotton declined from 24,643,000 dols. to 10,403,000 dols. 
and tobacco from 5,666,000 dols. to 3,960,000 dols. The 
share of total exports represented by crude materials 
declined from 18 per cent. a year ago to 14 per cent. during 
May 1938. 

Semi-manufactures showed the largest relative decline 
among the five economic classes, contracting from 71,772,000 
dols. in May of last year to 42,649,000 dols. This class 
accounted for 17 per cent. of total exports, whereas a year 
ago it contributed 25 per cent. to the total. Sharp declines 
were recorded for many semi-manufactures exports, parti- 
cularly for iron and steel, copper, lumber, and naval stores. 

The contraction in exports of finished manufactures was 
much less drastic than in semi-manufactures. This class, 
which is the most important for export trade, still contri- 
buted slightly more than 50 per cent. of total exports—the 
same proportion as in May 1937. There was an actual 
decline of 11 per cent., from 144,992,000 dols. last May to 
128,028,000 dols. in May 1938. 

Exports of some finished manufactures have held up well 
and some showed actual increases, such as cotton cloth, 
gasoline, metal-working machinery and aircraft. A few 
leading commodities, however, have begun to show signs of 
lower business activity abroad. Exports of automobiles were 
only 20,563,000 dols., as contrasted with 33,219,000 dols. a 
year ago, while radio apparatus, household refrigerators, 
office appliances, and steel mill manufactures all declined 
20 per cent. or more.

The Board of Trade are informed that ratification of the 
new Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation 
between Siam and the Belgo-Luxemburg Economic Union, 
which was concluded on 5 November 1937, were exchanged 
at Brussels on 17 June. The new Treaty, which replaces 
the Treaty of 13 July 1926, came into force on 17 June and 
provides generally for reciprocal freedom and _ most- 
favoured-nation treatment in matters of commerce, in- 
dustry and navigation. The coasting trade and national 
fisheries are excepted from the provisions of the present 
Treaty, which is to continue in force for an initial period 
of five years, and thereafter subject to denunciation at 
twelve months’ notice.

TARIFF BOARD INQUIRY INTO 
INDUSTRY 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’ of 13 January 19388 (page 
55), the Board of Trade have now received a copy of an 
interim Report of the Tariff Board. The text of the Govern- 
ment of India’s covering resolution (No. 202-T(4) /38), issued 
in the Department of Commerce, dated 25 June 1938, is 
reproduced below :— 

‘‘1, In their Commerce Department Resolution No. 
202/T(1)36, dated 11 December 1937, the Government of 
India, when referring to the Tariff Board for examination 
the question of what protective measures (if any) should be 
continued after 31 March 1939 in respect of the paper and 
paper pulp industries in India, directed that if the Tariff 
Board during the course of its investigations should be 
satisfied that the revenue surcharge of 25 per cent. imposed 
in 1931 on the existing paper protective duties was no longer 
justifiable it would be at liberty to make its recommenda- 
tions in this behalf in advance of its main report. 

The Tariff Board has accordingly submitted an interim 
report, dated 30 March 1988, the main findings of which 
are as follows :— 

(i) But for the revenue surcharge the average margin 
of profit realised by the paper mills would not 
have been such as to give the return on the 
capital invested which the previous Tariff Board 
considered reasonable, until 1937-38, when a sub- 
stantial rise in the price of imported paper 
enabled the mills to raise their selling limits. 

(ii) The three principal companies, who manufacture 
paper from bamboo or grass pulp, and whose com- 
bined output represented 85 per cent. of the total 
production in 1936-37, agree that, having regard 
to the present level of prices of imported paper, 
the continuance of the revenue surcharge is not 
necessary as a measure of protection. The other 
two companies are not in so strong a position, 
and have pressed for the continuance of the sur- 
charge as a measure of protection. These latter 
two companies have in the period under review 
used larger quantities of imported pulp and 
comparatively less indigenous material than the 
other three companies, and have, therefore, a 
less strong claim for protection, 

(iii) In the case of new and reconstituted mills, taking 
even the mills’ own estimates of costs, the revenue 
surcharge is not required as a measure of protec- 
tion at the prevailing level of prices. 

(iv) The continuance of the revenue surcharge on paper 
imposes an unnecessary burden on the consumer 
at the present level of prices, and is not justi- 

essential to the development of the

fiable as 
industry. 

(v) Action should be taken under Section 4 of the 
Indian Tariff Act if the price of any class of 
imported paper should fall to the level which 
would render the protective duty ineffective. 

vi) A reduction in the price of pulp is obviously in the 
interests of both established and new mills to the 
extent to which imported pulp is used. Any con- 
siderable reduction might result in the substitu- 
tion of imported pulp for pulp made from in- 
digenous materials; but, taking into considera- 
tion the recent rise in the world price of wood 
pulp and the reduction in the cost of indigenous 
pulp since 1930-31, the removal of the surcharge 
is not likely to have this effect. 

The Governor-General in Council accepts these findings 
of the Tariff Board, and has accordingly decided that the 
revenue surcharge on the protected classes of paper and on 
wood pulp should be removed forthwith by Notification 
under Section 4 of the Indian Tariff Act, 1934.”

FEDERATED MALAY STATES 


ADMITTANCE OF EMPIRE GOODS TO 
PREFERENCE 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of a notification, dated 15 June, 
issued by the Commissioner of Customs and Excise of the 
Federated Malay States which amends the Customs circular 
published under the above heading in the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal *’ of 4 February 1937, by substituting the following 
for paragraph 2:— 

2. Bills of Lading. 

(a) In the case of goods which actually reach this country 
in the ship in which they were loaded at the Empire port 
of lading, preference should not be refused on cunsignments 
or part consignments (provided that the certificates of origin 
and other documents are in order) merely because such goods 
are on a bill of lading to a Colony port (Singapore, Penang 
or Malacca), where such goods are 

(1) carried in the original ship of lading past the Colony 
port shown in the bill of lading and are landed 
at an F.M.S. port or 

(2) landed at an F.M.S. port from the original ship of 
lading before such ship has reached the Colony 
port shown on the bill of lading. 

b) In the case of goods short-landed in error at an 
F.M.S. port, which are over-landed at a Colony port and 
which are subsequently brought back to the F.M.S. port to 
which they were originally consigned in a ship either of the 
same line as the original ship or of an associated line, pre- 
ference should be allowed if the documents are in order and 
if the superintendent at the F.M.S. port is satisfied that 
the goods in question have remained all the time in the 
hands of the shipping company and that no substitution has 
taken place.

EGYPT 
IMPORTATION OF VEGETABLES 

With reference to the notice in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal”? of 10 March 1938 (page 366), regarding a draft 
Egyptian Law to prohibit the importation into Egypt of 
vegetables and preserved foodstuffs coloured with sulphate 
of copper, the Board of Trade have now received a copy of 
a draft Decree substituted for the former draft Law which 
has been withdrawn. The new draft Decree applies to pre- 
served green vegetables only and provides for the prohibi- 
tion of their entry into Egypt unless accompanied by a 
certificate by the competent authority in the country from 
which they are exported to the effect that they are free 
from added copper compounds.

1. The term ‘‘ wholesale market value ’’ of a commodity 
as used in Rule I, Section 1, of the Import Tariff Pro- 
visional Rules is defined to mean the average price at 
which, on the date of application to import and on the open 
market at the port of importation, the commodity is freely 
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offered for sale, in the ordinary commercial acceptance of 
the term, or is capable of being sold, in the usual wholesale 
quantities and in the ordinary course of trade. 

2. In the absence of a wholesale market value at the 
port of import, the price ruling on the principal markets 
of China may be taken as a basis for arriving at the duty- 
paying value, 

3. In case the commodity is of such a nature that no 
wholesale market value is obtainable in China, then the 
duty-paying value shall be, in all ordinary circumstances, 
the true c.i.f. price plus 5 per cent. 

4. In cases where neither the wholesale market value of 
goods nor their true c.i.f, price is ascertainable, because :— 

(a) Only a lease of such goods or the right of using 
the same but not the right of property therein has been 
sold or given; or 

(b) Such goods have a royalty imposed thereon, the 
royalty being uncertain, or being for other reasons not 
a reliable means of estimating the value; or 

(c) Such goods are sold to agents or branch houses ; or 

(d) Such goods are sold in, or imported into, China 
in any other unusual manner or condition not herein 
provided for; 


the duty-paying value of such goods shall be determined by 
the Customs. 


Ruling for Calculating Duty-Paying Value of Commodities 
Paying Specific Rates on Basis of Value. 


1. Whenever the tariff duty rate leviable on imported 
goods is sub-divided into grades which are determined by 
the value of the goods, the word ‘‘ value ’’ is to be regarded 
as meaning the duty-paying value as defined in Section 1 of 
Rule I of the Import Tariff Provisional Rules. The follow- 
ing additions are to be made to this ‘‘ value ’’ before com- 
paring it with the wholesale market value of the goods for 
purposes of duty assessment :— 


(a) The tariff duty rate; 
(b) surtax or surtaxes at present in force; and 


(c) 7 per cent. of the ‘‘ value’’ in order to arrive at 
the wholesale market value of the particular 
grade. 


2. If the wholesale market value of the merchandise falls 
within the limits of a grade as ascertained by applying the 
rule given in Section y duty shall be charged in accordance 
with the tariff rate prescribed for that grade. 


3. If the wholesale market value of the merchandise does 
not fall within the limits of any grade as ascertained by 
applying the rule given in Section 1, duty shall be charged 
in accordance with the tariff rate prescribed for the grade 
which, when converted, approaches most nearly this whole- 
sale market value.

EXPORT DUTY IMPOSED ON CERTAIN 


FEEDING CAKE 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’? of 7 July contains a 
Decree, dated 6 July, which imposes a duty of 10 francs per

TURKEY 


SAFEGUARDING OF TURKISH CURRENCY: 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 12 May 1938 under the above heading, the 
Board of Trade have received copies of two notices amend- 
ing the provisions of the communiqué of 7 April 1938, 
relating to Decree No. 2/8273 imposing certain restrictions 
on imports of cotton yarns and other commodities into 
Turkey from various countries. The restrictions do not 
apply to imports from the United Kingdom. 

So far as the Board understand the position, imports of 
the articles in question are at present subject to the follow- 
ing restrictions, but traders who at any time contemplate 
transactions of this nature are advised to confirm the posi- 
tion by application to the Turkish authorities : — 


(1) Imports into Turkey of cotton yarn can only be made 


(a) against exports of Turkish cotton to the country of 
origin of the cotton yarns; or 

(Lb) against exports of Turkish cotton to one or more 
of the countries having a favourable balance of 
trade with Turkey and no clearing or similar 
agreement with her. 

Note.-—Imports of cotton yarn from the United States of 
America, Egypt, Palestine or Syria can be made against 
exports of any Turkish goods to the country of origin of 
the cotton yarn. 

(2) Imports into Turkey of copper, tin, raw hides and 
skins, sacks, jute yarns, jute tissues, rubber and quebracho 
can only be made against exports of any Turkish goods to 

(a) the country of origin of the goods in question, or 
(b) to one or more of the countries having a favourable 
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balance of trade with Turkey and no clearing or 
similar agreement with her. 
Note.—Copra has been removed from the list of goods the 


import of which is restricted under Turkish Decree No. 
2/8273. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Istanbul 
has forwarded a copy of Decree No. 2/8903 of 28 May which 
subjects the importation of fixe d and travelling cotton- 
spinning frames by private persons to a permit to be issued 
by the Ministry of National Economy. Such permission to 
import will be granted to those persons who give an under- 
taking not to set up installations of less than 10,000 or more 
than 25,000 spindles, and to complete their installation 
within two years from the issue of the permit.

ROUMANIA 
EXPORT PREMIUMS: MEAT

i) Where there is special risk of mechanical damage or 
deterioration due to heat or corrosion. 

(ii) For lighting machines where a special small bulb and 
reflector is advisable, or, due to vibration, a specially 
strong filament is required. 

(iii) Where it is desired to minimise danger from electric 
shock. 

The latter forms a step in the continuous progress being 

made for the safety and welfare of machine operators. 

The individual lighting of machines with particular refer- 
ence to the concentration of light on the work in progress, 
often necessitates lamps within close proximity of the 
operators’ hands, and frequently very close to moving parts 
of machines. 

Such lighting may introduce danger to life on account of 
shock or the consequences of shock, unless the voltage is kept 
to a low figure, the value of which depends on the local con- 
ditions. 

In order to minimise this hazard, low-voltage lighting is 
essential. 

This low voltage is usually between 12 and 50 volts, and 
the correct design of the small transformers, generally con- 
nected to the 430- or 400-volt mains, used to obtain it, raises 
a number of special points which govern the safety of the 
machine operator and the efficiency of the lighting. 

The new Specification covers such features of such trans- 
formers as standard sizes, voltages, regulation, etc.
